of all employes in such unit for
the purpose of collective bar-
gaining in respect to rates of
pay, wages, hours of  employ-
ment, or other conditions of em-
‘ployment; Provided, That any
individual employe or group of
employes shall have the right
at any time to present griev-
aness. to- their employer.”

“The fact that we have had

four alleged miorals offenders
in our jail during the past three
weeks is nothing unusual,” Judge
Lessing pointed out. “At the
present time the public is more
aroused to this form of crime
—on account of the Inglewood
triple slaying-—and consequently
morals offenders receive more
attention today than they have
in the past. '

“But the courts have long
known a steady flow of such
offenders and in New ' York
City,. I am told, arrests for
séx crimes average one gvery
six hours,” Lessing continued.
“Most offenders get off with
fines or short jail terms. They
are then turned loose to com-
mit new crimes. I belleve
what the psychiatrists say—
that the only remedy for this
alarming evil is to make the
punishment fit not the crime
but the criminal; to keep such
men locked up for life or until
their abnormality has been
cured.”
